Naturally, your description 
would be very exact about your local area and other areas you frequently 
visit. And you would make generalizations a,bout the parts you ? ve never 
seen or have only driven through.

As a native Californian (and as a graduate in geography), I T ve been 
interested in how Califorians view their own state. While attending 
Humboldt State (Zone 1) I"ve had a chance to talk with people who* ve 
lived all over the state, and I have a good idea of whet their mental 
maps look like. The map (below) is a. composite I ? ve made of all these 
differing views. Kow I doubt if any single Californian sees the state 
as nine differert areas, but if there is such a thing as an average 
Californian (probably living in Yuba City - Zone 4), he or she would 
view the state in such a fashion. 

I can hear chortling (chortle, chortle) from all you people living 
back East, because you already know that California is nothing but 
beaches, air-heads, blonde hair, and red sports cars. But actually, 
you're describing L.A. (Zone 7), the rest* of the state doesn f t resemble 
L.A. at all.
